CAPITAL PROGRAM ITEM

In the fall of 1999. repair work began on the Skokie Courthouse Parking Structure. As you may recall, 
this structure had undergone remedial repairs early in its life. The intent of the 1999 work was to correct 
deficiencies and spalling of the concrete surface. As the work was being performed, it became evident 
that the deterioration of the structure was not just limited to the surface of the concrete. Accordingly, a 
structural engineering consultant was hired to conduct further testing to evaluate the structural integrity 
and serviceability of the structure and to evaluate the service life of the structure. 
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The consultant's report states that concrete quality is highly variable throughout the structure and that the 
rebar and post-tensioning systems are heavily corroded. The structure will continue to deteriorate over 
time because the concrete has become infiltrated with salts and chlorides. They indicated that the 
structure life could be extended several more years at a cost of $1 to 2 million, if intermediate-structural 
repairs were made to shored up the structure. They additionally recommended that this strengthening be 
completed as quickly as possible. The consultant also recommended the most cost-effective long-term 
solution to address the deterioration is to replace the structure. 

In light of the results of the testing and evaluation efforts by the consultant, we recommend the following 
plan of action: 

• Don’t invest repair money on this structure; therefore plan on the permanent replacement of this 
structure. 

• Move immediately to acquire and develop on-site and off-site parking capabilities. 

• Utilize current design professionals and the current general contractors to develop the temporary 
surface parking options. Additional funds beyond what is available in the current contract may 
need to be identified. Target date is May 15, 2000 for completion of the temporary parking. 

• Attempt to secure additional surface parking from adjacent property owners, if necessary. 

• Plan to close the parking structure as soon as the temporary surface parking is available. 

• Hire a consultant to design a permanent replacement structure and surface parking. Consultant 
will provide options on the most cost effective use of structured parking versus surface parking. 

• Request the necessary capital dollars for construction of a new permanent structure in the FY 
2001 Budget. 

The Office of Capital Planning and Policy requests approval from the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners to implement this plan to assure safe operations and to provide for an expedient solution.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO COOK COUNTY ENVIRONMENTAL CONTROL ORDINANCE 


Article XI 

Solid Waste Management 


11.1 Purpose. 

The purpose of this article is to implement a solid waste plan for the management of municipal waste 
within Cook County, except for the corporate limits of the City of Chicago, in order to satisfy the 
requirements of the Illinois Solid Waste Planning and Recycling Act of 1988 (P.A. 85-1198). 

Municipal governments have the primary role and responsibility in providing or arranging for waste 
management services within their jurisdictional areas, whereas Cook County will implement the 
coordination, planning, and monitoring of the solid waste management plan throughout incorporated and 
unincorporated Cook County and establish delegation agreements with sub-countv waste management 
agencies and the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency. 

Solid waste management in Cook County shall encourage municipal recycling and source reduction, 
promote composting of yard waste, and place substantial emphasis on alternatives to landfills. 
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11.2 Cook County Solid Waste Management Coordinating Committee. 

(A) Established. There is hereby established the Cook County Solid Waste Management 

Coordinating Committee (CCSWMCC). This Committee shall be comprised of seven 
members. Three shall represent the suburban solid waste agencies as follows: one 
representative from the Solid Waste Agency of Northern Cook County (SWANCC). one 
representative of the South Suburban Mayors and Managers Association (SSMMA). and one 
representative of the West Cook County Solid Waste Agency (WCCSWA). Each of the above 
Solid Waste Agencies shall be represented bv its Chairperson or the Chairperson's designee. 
The remaining four members of this Committee shall be appointed by the President of the 
Cook Counts' Board as follows: one representative of the Northwest Suburbs and one 
representative from the Southwest Suburbs that do not belong to any of the above listed 
Agencies, and two Cook County representatives at large. In addition, the President of the 
Countv Board may appoint the President of the Northeastern Illinois Planning Commission 
(NIPC). as an ex-officio member without voting rights. 

IB) Duties. It shall be the duty of the committee to oversee the implementation of the Cook 

Countv Solid Waste Management Plan and to aid and assist each of its members in dealing 
with solid waste issues. 

11.3 Solid Waste Coordinator. 


The Director of the Department of Environmental Control shall designate a solid waste coordinator, who 
shall be responsible for the implementation, coordination, and monitoring of the Cook County Solid 
Waste Plan. The coordinator shall also be actively involved in Cook County's solid waste policy 
development, especially as it concerns public education and recycling activities. The coordinator shall 
report directly to the Director. 

11.4 Reporting Requirements. 

The solid waste agencies and municipal governments, that do not belong to any of the solid waste 
agencies, shall report to the Solid Waste Coordinator of Cook County on a semi- annual basis, their solid 
waste activities in order to evaluate their compliance with the Cook County' Solid Waste Plan. 

11.5 Severability. 

If any section or part of this article is held invalid for any reason, such holding shall not affect the validity 
of the remaining portions of those sections.

This proposed ordinance is consistent with the Act, and in addition, financially protects Cook County by 
requiring the applicant to pay all costs incurred by Cook County in processing the application, and 
guarantees such reimbursement by surety bond. (See related Item #97)

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO COOK COUNTY ENVIRONMENTAL CONTROL ORDINANCE 


Article XII 


New Pollution Control Facility Siting Ordinance 

12.1 Purpose and Intent. 

The purpose of this article is to adopt rules and regulations relating to the form, content, fees and filing 
procedures for applications and approval of sites for the location of new pollution control facilities in 
unincorporated Cook County. Illinois. The intention of the article is to be consistent with the Illinois 
Local Shins’ Review Act. 415 ILCS 5/39,2. 

12.2 Rules and Definitions. 

The language set forth in the text of this ordinance shall be interpreted in accordance with the following 
rules of construction: 


L. Words used in the singular number shall include the plural number and the plural shall include 

the singular. 

'L The word “shall” is mandatory, while the word “may” is permissive. 

3. The masculine gender includes the feminine and neuter genders. 
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The following words and terms shall have the meanings set forth except where otherwise specifically 
indicated. Words and terms not defined shall have the meaning indicated by common dictionary 
definition. 


COOK COUNTY SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE means the 
committee as defined in Section 11.2 of the Cook County Environmental Control Ordinance. 

COUNTY means the unincorporated area of Cook County, Illinois. 

COUNTY BOARD means the County Board of Cook Countv. Illinois. 


COUNTY CLERK means the County Clerk of Cook County. Illinois. 

POLLUTION CONTROL FACILITY is any waste storage site, sanitary landfill, waste disposal site- 
waste transfer station, waste treatment facility, or waste incinerator. The following are not pollution 
control facilities: (O waste storage sites regulated under 40 CFR. Part 761.42; (2) sites or facilities used 
by any person conducting waste storage, waste treatment, waste disposal, waste transfer or waste 
incineration operation, or a combination thereof, for wastes generated by such person's own activities, 
when such wastes are stored, treated, disposed of, transferred or incinerated within the site or facility 
owned, controlled or operated by such person, or when such wastes are transported within or between 
sites or facilities owned, controlled or operated by such person; (3) abandoned quarries used solely for the 
disposal of concrete, earth materials, gravel, or aggregate debris resulting from road construction 
activities conducted by a unit of government or construction activities due to the construction and 
installation of underground pipes, lines, conduit or wires off of the premises of a public utility company 
which are conducted by a public utility; (4) sites or facilities used by any person to specifically conduct a 
landscape composting operation: (5) the portion of a site or facility used for the collection, storage or 
processing of waste tires as defined in Title XIV (415 ILC-S 5/53 et seq.): (6) the portion of a site or 
facility accepting exclusively general construction or demolition debris, and operated and located in 
accordance with Section 22.38 of the Illinois Environmental Act (415 1LCS 5/22.38L 

A new pollution control facility is: 

L. A pollution control facility initially permitted for development or construction after July 1. 

1982: or 

2. The area of expansion beyond the boundary of a currently permitted pollution control facility: 
Of 

3. A permitted pollution control facility requesting approval to store, dispose of. transfer or 
incinerate, for the first time, any special or hazardous waste. 

SITE means any location, place, tract of land, or facilities, including but not limited to buildings and 
improvements used for purposes subject to regulation or control by this Ordinance or regulations 
hereunder. 


SPECIAL WASTE means any industrial process waste, pollution control waste or hazardous waste. 

STORAGE means the containment of waste, either on a temporary basis or for a period of years, in a 
manner that does not constitute disposal of such waste. 
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TREATMENT means any method, technique or process, including neutralization, designed to change the 
physical, chemical or biological character or composition of any waste, so as to neutralize such waste or 
so as to render such waste safer for transport, amenable for recovery, amenable for storage, or to reduce 
such waste in volume. 


Waste is any discarded material, including solid, liquid, semi-solid, or contained gaseous material, 
resulting from industrial, commercial, mining and agricultural operations, and from community activities, 
but does not include solid or dissolved material in domestic sewage, or solid or dissolved materials in 
irrigation return flows, or coal combustion by-products as defined in Section 3,94 of the Illinois 
Environmental Act, or industrial discharges which are point sources subject to permits under Section 402 
of the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, or by-product materials as defined by the Atomic Energy Act 
of 1954, as amended (68 Stat. 921) or any solid or dissolved material from and any facility subject to the 
Federal Surface mining Control and Reclamation Act of 1977, 

12.3 Procedure for filing an Application. 

12.3.1 Pre-Filing Notice of Intent to File an Application. 

The applicant shall meet all pre-application notice requirements specified in Illinois 415 ILCS 5/39.2, 
which specifies that: 

_L The applicant shall prepare notice of intent to file an application for site location approval 
containing the following information: 

a. The name and address of the applicant: 

b. The location of the proposed site: 

c. The nature and size of the proposed development; 

<i The nature of the activity at the proposed site; 

e. The probable life of the proposed activity: 

T The date when the application for the site location approval will be submitted to the 
County Board: 

g. A description of the right of persons to comment on such an application, as provided by 
this Ordinance: 

h. Any other information that mav be required by the County Board President. 

2. The above-described notice shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation in Cook 
County, no later than fourteen (14) days prior to filing a request for site location approval: 

3. No sooner than thirty (30) days, nor later than fourteen (14) days prior to filing an application 
for site location approval, the applicant shall serve written notice of such request containing the 
above-described information, either in person or by registered mail (return receipt requested) on 
the owners of all property within the subject area not solely owned by the applicant, and on the 
owners of all property within two hundred fifty (250) feet in each direction of the lot line of the 
subject property. Owners shall be considered such persons or entities appearing in the 
authentic tax records of the Countv in which such facility is proposed to be located. The 
number of feet occupied by all public roads, streets, alleys and other public wavs shall be 
excluded in computing the two hundred fifty (250) foot requirement. 

4. At least fourteen (14) days prior to filing an application for site location approval, the applicant 
shall serve a copy of the above described notice upon members of the General Assembly from 
the legislative district(s) in which the facility is proposed to be located. 
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5. Within fourteen (14) days after publishing notices required by this Section, the applicant shall 

file proof of such publication with the County Clerk. 

12.3.2 Request for Application and Filing Location. 

In order to request approval of a new Pollution Control Facility or expansion of an existing Pollution 
Control Facility in unincorporated Cook County, a person must file an application with the President of 
the Cook County Board and with the Cook County Clerk, together with a minimum of thirty (30) copies 
of the application and all site plans, exhibits and maps. Said application may be obtained front the Cook 
County Department of Building and Zoning. The application for local site approval shall be accompanied 
by copies of all documents submitted by the applicant as of the date of the application, to the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agency in connection with his application there. 

12.3.3 Pre-Filing Review. 

The applicant for site location approval shall provide full and complete answers to all the questions on the 
application form. At the time the applicant files an application with the President of the Cook County 
Board and with the County Clerk, a copy of the application shall be immediately delivered by the County 
Clerk to the Cook County Department of Building and Zoning for review. The County Clerk shall also 
deliver copies of the application to the Cook County' Department of Environmental Control. Cook County 
Department of Planning and Development, and to the Cook County Highway Department. The 
Commissioner of the Department of Building and Zoning, or one of his assistants, shall examine the 
application to determine that all questions are fully and completely answered. 

If the Commissioner or his assistant finds that all questions are fully and completely answered, the 
County Clerk shall file the application and date stamp all copies. This date shall be considered the 
official filing date for all time limit purposes. Such date must be at least fourteen (14) days after the 
notices required by Section 12.3.1 of this Ordinance have been properly served. 

If the Commissioner or his assistant finds that the application is not complete, he shall specify to the 
applicant the portions of the application which are deficient, and inform the applicant that 
the application will not be filed until such time as those portions are completed. Once an application has 
been officially filed according to the above procedures, no amendments, alterations or changes to the 
application may be made by the applicant. 

12.3.4 Payment of Processing Costs/Suretv Bond. 

The Department of Building and Zoning shall bill the applicant for the costs, including overhead 
expenses, incurred by the County in processing an application for a New Pollution Control Facility or any 
expansion of any existing facility. The Countv shall bill the applicant for costs incurred every thirty (30) 
days. Any such bill shall be payable thirty (30) days after it is rendered by the County. 

A two percent (2%) penalty, compounded monthly, shall be added to the total outstanding balance of am 
bill not paid bv the 30th day after it has been rendered, unless otherwise regulated by State statute. 

The processing fees shall reimburse the County for the costs of processing the application, including: 
space rental, hearing officer(s). court reporter, transcription costs, public notice, staff review time. County 1 
consultant (including tests and testimony, if any, provided bv such consultants), and anv other costs 
incident to the consideration of an application. 
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As part of the application process, to insure the payment of costs incurred by the County, the applicant 
shall post a surety bond with the County Clerk naming the County as obligee, in the amount of two 
hundred fifty thousand and 00/100 dollars ($250.000.00). The applicant shall maintain such surety bond 
in full force and effect for a period of one hundred eighty U80) days from the date of Filing the 
application, unless the applicant withdraws his application. The applicant shall be obligated to pay all 
costs incurred by the County. Such costs shall not be limited to the amount of the surety bond. 

When costs incurred by the County in processing an application for a new Pollution Control Facility, 
have been billed to the applicant and remain unpaid for a period of ninety (90) days, the applicant shall be 
considered in default. The County shall cease to provide any further services to the applicant and shall 
reject the application, such rejection being termed as a final action and thereby eliminating further 
County responsibilities under this Ordinance. The County shall collect any amounts due from the surety 
bond posted for that purpose. 

12.3.5 Application Receipt and Distribution. 

Upon receipt of a completed application and posting of the required surety' bond, the Countv Clerk shall 
date stamp all the copies and immediately deliver one copy to the President of the County Board, one 
copy to the Commissioner of Building and Zoning, one copy to the Cook County Solid Waste 
management Coordinating Committee, one copy to each municipality within one and one-half (1 V 2 ) 
miles of the proposed facility, one copy to the Pollution Control Facility Hearing Officerts). and one copy 
to the Office of the State’s Attorney. 

A copy of the application shall be made available for public inspection in the office of the County Board 
or in the office of the County Clerk. Any person shall be allowed to obtain a copy of said application or 
any part thereof upon paving the cost of reproduction and filing the proper request as outlined in the 
Freedom of Information Act (Illinois Revised Statutes. Chapter 116. Paragraph 201 et seq.). 

12.3.6 Withdrawal of an Application 

An applicant may withdraw an application any time prior to fourteen (14) days before the first scheduled 
hearing. An applicant may file a new application. Where an application is withdrawn, after payment of 
anv costs incurred to the date of withdrawal, the County Clerk shall release the applicant's surety bond. 
The refiling of an application puts into operation the notice and time requirements for a new application, 
and the required surety bond must be maintained in full force and effect as specified in Section 12.3.4 of 
this Ordinance. 


12.4 General Supervision of Application Review Process. 

The President of the County Board shall supervise the application review process and set times for public 
hearings. He shall employ a court reporter to be present at any and all public hearings on an application. 
The court reporter shall be required to provide the President of the County Board with a certified 
transcript of the proceedings. 

12.5 Appointment of Hearing Officerts). 

The President of the County Board shall appoint a Pollution Control Facility Hearing Officerts) to serve 
during anv public hearings concerning an application for site location approval. The Hearing Officerts) 
shall serve at the pleasure of the President of the County Board. Compensation for services of the 
Hearing Officerts) shall be mutually agreed upon before a hearing. 
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12.6 Responsibilities of Hearing Officerts). 

The Hearing Officerts) shall be responsible for calling the bearing to order and for deciding points of 
order. The Hearing Officerts) shall determine the order of presentation of testimony. The Hearing 
Officerts) may exclude irrelevant, immaterial, incompetent, or unduly repetitious testimony or other 
evidence. The Hearing Officer(s) shall rule on all questions relating to the admissibility of evidence. The 
Hearing Oflicer(s) shall make all rulings and decisions in accordance with fundamental fairness. These 
rulings shall not be appealable to the County Board. 

12.7 Public Hearing on an Application. 

At least one public hearing shall be held by the Pollution Control Facility Hearing Officer(s) no sooner 
than ninety (90) days, but no later than one hundred twenty (120) days after the tiling of an application for 
site location approval. The notice requirements shall be the same as those in Section 12.3.1 of this 
Ordinance. 


12.8 Presentations to the County Board. 

After the public hearing, the Hearing Officerts) shall make his recommendation concerning site location 
approval to the President of the County Board and the Cook County' Solid Waste Management Committee 
for presentation to the County Board. Any findings of fact and the Hearing Officerts) recommendations 
shall be in writing and be supported by the record. Copies of this report must be filed with the President 
of the County Board and the County Clerk as soon as practical, but at least before one hundred sixty (1601 
days has expired since the official filing of the application. 

12.9 Countv Board Approval of a Proposed Site. 

The County Board's decision to grant or deny an application for site location approval shall be in writing, 
specifying the reasons for the decision, such reasons shall be in conformance with 415 ILCS 5/39.2(a). A 
decision to grant site location approval may be made subject to certain conditions as may be reasonable 
and necessary to accomplish the purposes of this Ordinance, and as are not inconsistent with the rules and 
regulations promulgated by the Illinois Pollution Control Board. 

Whether the County Board approves or disapproves the proposed site location, a Resolution shall be 
passed to that effect, stating the reasonts) for the decision. If there is no final action by the County Board 
within one hundred eighty (180) days after the filing of the request for site approval, the applicant- 
according to 415 ILCS 5/39.2. mav deem the request approved. 

The County Board's decision concerning an application for site location approval shall be available for 
public inspection in the Office of the County Board and in the Office of the County Clerk.

12.10 Appeal of County Board’s Decisions 
12.10.1 Appeal by Applicant. 

If the County Board refuses to grant approval of the request for site location under this Ordinance, the 
applicant may, within thirty five (35) davs. petition for a hearing before the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board to contest the decision of the County Board. 
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12.10.2 Appeal by Third Party. 

If the County Board grants approval of the request for site location under this Ordinance, a third party 
other than the applicant, who participated in the Public Hearing conducted by the County Board, may 
petition the Illinois Pollution Control Board within thirty-five (35) days for a hearing to contest the 
approval of the County Board. Such hearing shall be based exclusively on the record before the County 
Board. The burden of proof shall be on the petitioner. The County Board and the applicant shall be 
named as co-respondents. 

12.11 Expiration of Local Siting Approval. 

The local siting approval granted under this Ordinance shall expire at the end of two 2 calendar years 
from the date upon which it was uranted. unless the siting approval granted under this Section is for a 
sanitary landfill operation, in which case the approval shall expire in 3 calendar years from the date upon 
which it was granted, and unless within that period the applicant has made application to the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Auencv for a permit to develop the site. In the event that the local siting 
decision has been appealed, such expiration period shall be deemed to begin on the date upon which the 
appeal process is concluded. 

12.12 Severability Clause. 

If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase or portion of this Ordinance is for any reason held 
invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, such portion shall be deemed separate, 
distinct and an independent provision, and such holding shall not affect the validity of the remaining 
portions hereof.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Your Committee on Legislation and Intergovernmental Relations of the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County met pursuant to notice on March 14, 2000 at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 
569. County Building. 118 North Clark Street. Chicago. Illinois. 

Chairman Hansen called upon Steve Morrill, lobbyist for the County Board, to give the status of the 
following previously considered bills. 

1. HB 4698 - Public Defender Immunity Act 

Mr. Morrill informed the committee that HB 4698 passed the House without objection and is currently in 
the Rules Committee. 
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2. SB 1303 - Property Taxes: Objections in Court 

This bill passed out of the Senate and is currently in the House Revenue Committee. Mr. Morrill said 
there have been discussions regarding an amendment to the bill that would not make it mandatory but 
would provide that the State’s Attorney can be relieved of the defense. 

3. SB 1276 - Property Taxes: Attorneys before Board of Review 

This bill has passed the House and is now in the House Executive Committee. 

In response to a question from Chairman Hansen, Julie Starciak, representing Ronan-Potts, lobbyists for 
the Board of Review, stated that all three Board of Review commissioners oppose the bill. 

Commissioner Schumann moved to Oppose SB 1276, seconded by Commissioner Sutker, the 
motion carried. 

Commissioner Collins voted Present on SB 1276. 

4. SB 1546 - Property Taxes: Assessment Notices 

This bill passed the House and is currently in the Senate Rules Committee. 

Sue Sikes, representing the Assessor’s Office, informed the committee that SB 1546 relates to class 
factors and notifications, it was never released from the Senate Rules Committee. 

Commissioner Schumann requested that backup material on all bills appearing on the committee's agenda 
include the position of the County elected official(s) affected. 

Commissioner Lechowicz moved to receive and file Senate Bill 1546. Seconded by Commissioner 
Daley, the motion carried. 

5. SB 1645 - Property Taxes: Mortgage Lender Notices 

This bill passed the Senate and is pending in the House Revenue Committee. 

6. HB 2976 - FOIA: Litigation Records 

This bill was defeated and re-referred to the House Rules Committee. 

7. HB 1137 - Elections: Local Primaries 

Mr. Morrill stated that this bill is a vehicle bill to be put in Conference Committee and amended to 
contain language pertaining to voting equipment for the Cook County and Chicago Board of Elections. 
Prospects are good for passage before the Spring session is over. 

Vice Chairman Lechowicz requested a copy of the proposed amendment and asked what the amendment 
would allow. Steve Morrill said the language would allow direct insertion of the ballot in the machine 
and a real-time vote count. 
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Vice Chairman Lechowicz asked if there is a back-up procedure if the machine malfunctions. Mr. Morrill 
responded that the ballots would be put in a secure storage bin until the machine is repaired or a 
replacement machine is delivered. The ballots in storage would be counted separately after the polls 
close. 

Commissioner Daley stated that the committee was concerned with the possibility of a judge not initialing 
the ballot as, well as over-count. He continued by stating that two of the selling points of the new election 
equipment were that the ballot would be rejected if there were no initials, and also if there was an over¬ 
count. Commissioner Daley then asked if these issues were part of an amendment to be offered. 

Steve Morrill said that during discussions with members of the Election Committee, there were concerns 
regarding automatic return features that focused on ballot secrecy. The consensus was to defer the issues 
to a later session and to allow the machine to be used in its intended fashion in the upcoming election. 

Commissioner Daley remarked that there will be no real testing since those features will not be available. 
Steve Morrill responded that the machines will provide quick returns and will spare the judges an hour or 
two in the polling place. 

Commissioner Sutker asked if there are any other matters holding up using the new equipment as 
intended. Steve Morrill said that he does not believe there will be, but it is possible that the Senate will 
ask for accommodations from the House to move this Item into the Spring session. 

Commissioner Sims expressed concern regarding malfunctioning of voting equipment and placement of 
ballots in a storage bin. Steve Morrill reiterated statements made earlier in response to Commissioner 
Daley’s question. 

Chairman Hansen stated that the committee is committed to the new voting equipment and suggested that 
the committee render a vote of support for the HB 1137. 

Commissioner Sutker moved to Support HB 1137. Seconded by Commissioner Schumann, the 
motion carried. 

Vice Chairman Lechowicz asked for a legal opinion from the State’s Attorney regarding home rule 
authority as it relates to the two features, initialing of ballots and prevention of over-counts, previously 
discussed in the use of the new election equipment. The Vice Chairman suggested that if these features 
cannot be implemented under home rule authority, then the Board should look at some corrective 
legislation. 

Chairman Hansen asked Steve Morrill to help with the drafting of a letter to State’s Attorney Richard 
Devine seeking a legal opinion on the question. 

8. SB 1890 - Elections: Absentee Voting 

This bill has been re-referred to the Senate Rules Committee. 

9. HB 3036 - Senior Citizen Prescription Drug Program Act 
This bill passed the House and is currently in the Senate Rules Committee. 
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10. HB 3225 - Counties Code: Sheriffs Merit Board 

This bill passed out of the House and is currently in the Senate Local Government Committee. 

11. SB 1522 - Counties Code: Cell Tower Guidelines 
This bill was defeated on the floor of the Senate. 

12. HB 4651- Employee Wage Deductions for Debt Collection 

Mr. Morrill informed the committee that the City of Chicago initiated the bill. It is currently in the House 
Rules Committee. 

Chairman Hansen then asked Steve Morrill to give a brief overview of the following additional bills: 

13. HB 2924 - Creates the Health First Plan Law and the Tobacco Settlement Bonding 
Authority Law 

Mr. Morrill stated the bill passed the House with support of the Medical Society and State Treasurer. 

Commissioner Daley moved to receive and file HB 2924. Seconded by Commissioner Sutker, the 
motion carried. 

14. HB 3223 - Amends the Illinois Vehicle Code 

Mr. Morrill informed the committee that there is no registered opposition to the bill and the President’s 
office did not take a position. He further said the estimated fiscal impact is $100,000. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the bill applies to all municipalities. Steve Morrill responded that the bill 
affects all municipalities of 3 million or more. 

Commissioner Silvestri moved to support HB 3223. Seconded by Commissioner Sutker, the motion 
carried. 

15. HB 4138 - Amends the Clerks of Courts Act 

The bill unanimously passed the House. 

Chairman Hansen asked if a fee is charged when a debit card is used. Steve Morrill responded that the 
payer pays the fine. 

Commissioner Silvestri moved to support HB 4138. Seconded by Commissioner Sutker, the motion 
carried. 

16. HB 3428 - Amends Property Tax Code Regarding Valuation Procedures 

The bill passed the House and Senate Rules Committee. It is currently in the Senate Revenue Committee. 

In response to a question. Sue Sikes stated that this is a clarification bill that the County Assessor 
supports. 

Commissioner Silvestri moved to support HB 3428. Seconded by Commissioner Sutker, the motion 
carried. 
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17. SB 1310 - Amends the Use Tax 

The bill is an initiative of the Petroleum Production Association and part of the Senate Republicans plan 
for tax relief. It is expected to remain in the House Rules Committee. 

Chairman Hansen asked if a representative from the Highway Department was present. He questioned 
the fiscal impact the bill might have on Motor Fuel Tax (MFT) funds. 

Vice Chairman Lechowicz also expressed concern regarding any fiscal impact the bill might have on the 
county. He further inquired as to the amount of dollars the county might loose if the bill passed. 

Vice Chairman Lechowicz moved to defer SB 1310 pending receipt of information from the 
Highway Department on the fiscal impact on Motor Fuel Tax (MFT) funds. Seconded by 
Commissioner Schumann, the motion carried. 

Commissioner Collins voted “No” on the motion to defer SB 1310. 

18. SB 1440 - Creates the Local Government Taxpayer’s Bill of Rights Act 

Steve Morrill stated that the bill is an initiative of the Illinois State Chamber and does not affect Cook 
County Government or the City of Chicago. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the bill applies to municipalities within Cook County. Mr. Morrill stated 
that it could apply to some of them. 

Chairman Hansen asked the prognosis of the bill since it is in the House Rules Committee. Steve Morrill 
said the prognosis is uncertain. 

Vice Chairman Lechowicz asked if this is a state mandate. Steve Morrill responded that there is no 
exception from the State Mandates Act provided in this bill. 

Commissioner Silvestri moved to Oppose SB 1440 as it applies to all municipalities in Cook County 
w ith the exception of the City of Chicago. Seconded by Commissioner Sutker, the motion carried. 

Commissioner Hansen voted “Present” on SB 1440. 

Commissioner Silvestri moved to adjourn the meeting. Seconded by Commissioner Sutker, the 
motion carried.

COOK COUNTY GUIDELINES FOR SPECIAL STATE’S ATTORNEY’S 


WHEREAS, Illinois law provides for the appointment of a Special State’s Attorney, in civil or 
criminal cases, when the Cook County State’s Attorney is sick, absent, unable to attend to a case or has an 
interest in a case (see 55 1LCA 5-3-9008); and 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois (“County”) is responsible for the payment of legal fees 
generated by a Special State’s Attorney and is generally accountable for the satisfaction of monetary 
judgments or settlements resulting from the civil matters for which the Special State’s Attorney was 
appointed; and 
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WHEREAS, the Cook County Guidelines for Special State’s Attorney’s (“Guidelines”) will 
enable the County to be fiscally responsible and budget effectively in these matters; and 

WHEREAS, the Guidelines were prepared in consultation with the Litigation Subcommittee, the 
Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office and representatives of the legal community in Cook County; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
(“Board”) approve and adopt the Cook County Guidelines for Special State’s Attorney’s as follows: 

APPLICATION 


The party for whom a Special State’s Attorney have been appointed shall provide the Guidelines 
to the Special State’s Attorney. When the court appoints a Special State’s Attorney, the County directs the 
Cook County State’s Attorney to ask the court to order the Special State’s Attorney to comply with the 
Guidelines. The County also directs the Cook County State’s Attorney to forward a copy of the 
Guidelines to prospective Special State’s Attorneys in a given matter and to advise them of the County’s 
request that they comply with the Guidelines if appointed by the court. 

There may be circumstances under which the Guidelines require modification due to the 
relationship of the Board to the litigation. The Litigation Subcommittee shall examine these situations on 
a case-by-case basis and shall modify the Guidelines accordingly. 

Moreover, in unusual circumstances in which Special State’s Attorney’s believe that strict 
compliance with these Guidelines would interfere with the exercise of their professional judgment or 
otherwise violate their professional responsibilities, they shall promptly seek appropriate guidance from 
the court. Pending the receipt of such guidance, they shall be relieved of the obligation to comply with 
the Guidelines, but only to the extent necessary to avoid the perceived problems that prompted the request 
for guidance. 


CASE MANAGEMENT 


The Special State’s Attorney shall submit a Case Summary and Budget to the County Board 
through its Litigation Subcommittee within 30 days of the Special State’s Attorney’s appointment or as 
soon thereafter as the Subcommittee meets. This information and other communications between the 
Special State’s Attorney and the Board or Litigation Subcommittee shall constitute privileged and 
confidential attorney-client communications. 

The Subcommittee shall review the Case Summary and Budget. Requiring submission of the 
Case Summary and Budget for review does not prohibit the Special State’s Attorney from initiating, 
immediately upon appointment, legal activities the Special State’s Attorney deems necessary to advance 
the legal interests of the represented party. Special State’s Attorney’s appointed in criminal matters shall 
not be required to submit a Case Summary to the Litigation Subcommittee. 

Case Summary . The scope and detail of Case Summaries may vary, depending upon the 
complexity of the matter. The Case Summary shall set forth the major activities anticipated for the 
successful defense or prosecution of the case. The Case Summary shall also include whether the case is 
appropriate for settlement. In addition, the Case Summary shall include estimates of potential liability, 
the expected judgment or completion date and an assessment of the probable outcome of the litigation. 
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Case Budget . The Budget shall include an estimate of legal fees and expenses through the time of 
judgment or other completion and shall allocate the fees and expenses associated with each phase. The 
Special State’s Attorney shall report unusually expensive activities to the Litigation Subcommittee in a 
timely manner. In addition, the Budget should identity the year the fees and expenses are anticipated to 
be included on fee petitions. The Subcommittee may request a more detailed Budget. The initial Budget 
and updates shall include projected attorneys’ fees and expenses including, but not limited to, costs 
associated with the use of third-party vendors. 

Modification of Approved Case Summary or Budget: Quarterly Status Reports . The initial Case 
Summary and Budget may change as the litigation progresses. The Special State’s Attorney shall report 
to the Subcommittee any major deviation that would significantly expand the planned activities set forth 
in the Case Summary or that would materially increase the Budget. 

Special State’s Attorney’s shall submit to the Litigation Subcommittee brief quarterly Status 
Reports, which describe the status of the case, including any change in litigation strategy or anticipated 
expense. 


FEES: EXPENSES, RATES AND FEE PETITIONS 

Fees and Expenses . Special State’s Attorney’s shall be paid reasonable fees and costs based on 
the type and nature of the case. Such fees and costs shall conform to the fees and costs paid by 
governmental bodies in major metropolitan regions. The Special State’s Attorney must pay for all 
expenses in advance unless otherwise expressly directed by the court or agreed to in writing by the 
Litigation Subcommittee. Reimbursement of expenses shall be requested as part of the Special State’s 
Attorney’s fee petitions. Expenses shall be reimbursed as follows: 

Photocopying: Reasonable photocopying at actual cost, not to exceed 10 cents per page. 

Messenger Service: The use of messengers when there is a genuine need for expedited delivery, at 
actual charges of a third-party vendor or, when an in-house firm messenger is used, at actual cost. 

Computerized Research: Actual costs of reasonably necessary computerized research services. 

Experts: The reasonable fees of qualified consulting and testifying experts retained to provide 
opinions necessary to the defense or prosecution of the litigation. 

Travel: Air travel expenses must not exceed the highest fare coach rate for the flight. Mileage 
expenses shall be at the IRS deductible rates. Hotels, car rental companies and airlines offering 
moderate prices and discounted corporate rates shall be used. Special State’s Attorney’s shall 
reduce the hourly rate charged by 50 percent while an attorney or paraprofessional is traveling, 
unless legal work in being performed and is documented. 

Law firm overhead expenses including, but not limited to, rent, electricity, supplies, secretarial 
and support services, computer system expenses, overtime expenses, local telephone service and other 
similar expenses, shall be considered part of the Special State’s Attorney’s hourly rate. 

Special State’s Attorney’s shall not seek reimbursement of fees for preparing a fee petition or 
conducting a conflicts check or for entertainment expenses, excessive staffing or work resulting from 
Special State’s Attorney error. Special State’s Attorney’s fees for court appearances and depositions 
shall, under most circumstances, be based on the work of a single attorney. 
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Rate Structure . Unless otherwise expressly directed by the court or the Subcommittee. Special 
State’s Attorney’s shall bill for their services on an hourly basis and in accordance with the Special 
State’s Attorney Fee Schedule (“Fee Schedule”) as approved and amended from time to time by the 
Board. The Fee Schedule shall establish the maximum hourly charges payable for the type of service 
provided. Special State’s Attorney’s may propose alternative fee structures such as blended, flat or 
contingent rate proposals. 

Fee Petitions . Unless otherwise expressly directed by the court, Special State’s Attorney’s shall 
submit fee petitions quarterly unless the charges for a quarter are less than $500.00, in which case such 
charges shall be included in the next quarterly fee petition. Special State’s Attorney’s shall submit all fee 
petitions to the Litigation Subcommittee through the County Board in a time appropriate for referral to 
and review by the Subcommittee prior to filing the fee petition with the court. The time spent performing 
chargeable services shall be recorded on a daily basis to the nearest 1/10 of an hour and shall be broken 
down in detail, describing the work perfonned by each individual during that time period. The fee 
petition shall contain the amount charged for each attorney and paraprofessional, including the time, the 
hourly rate and a summary total for each. The fee petition shall itemize expenses according to categories 
including the following: photocopying, messenger service, computerized research, experts and travel. 

LITIGATION RESOLUTION 

Alternative Dispute Resolution . If a Special State’s Attorney appointed in a civil matter believes 
that alternative dispute resolution, such as arbitration or mediation, is appropriate, the Special State’s 
Attorney shall bring a proposal recommending such action to the Litigation Subcommittee for its 
consideration and prior approval. 

Settlement . Special State’s Attorney’s appointed in civil matters shall communicate all 
settlement proposals to the Subcommittee in a timely manner. The Special State’s Attorney’s shall 
provide a written settlement analysis and recommendation to the Litigation Subcommittee and shall be 
prepared to present that recommendation at a meeting of the Subcommittee. 

Pennission to Try . Special State’s Attorney’s appointed in civil matters shall obtain the approval 
of the Litigation Subcommittee prior to taking a matter to trial. When a Special State’s Attorney 
recommends that a civil matter proceed to trial, the Special State’s Attorney shall provide a revised Case 
Summary and recommendation to the Litigation Subcommittee. The Special State’s Attorney shall be 
prepared to present that recommendation at a meeting of the Subcommittee. 

Appeals . Special State’s Attorney’s must promptly notify the Litigation Subcommittee of any 
final and appealable ruling in civil matters. If an appeal may result in the imposition of accrued interest 
upon the County, the Special State’s Attorney must obtain authorization from the Litigation 
Subcommittee before pursuing the appeal. However, Special State's Attorney’s shall take all steps 
necessary to protect the interests and preserve the appeal rights of the parties they represent pending a 
decision to appeal, including the filing of appropriate post-trial motions or a notice of appeal when 
necessary. 
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CONFLICTS OF INTEREST 

Before accepting a court appointment, when applicable, or before rendering any services. Special 
State’s Attorney’s must conduct a conflict of interest review and provide the Litigation Subcommittee 
with a written list of all actual or potential conflicts of interest and matters that may present the 
appearance of a conflict. As soon as a Special State’s Attorney learns of any actual or potential conflict 
or of the appearance of a conflict, the Special State’s Attorney must disclose such conflict in writing to 
the Litigation Subcommittee. Special State’s Attorneys must be free of any conflict of interest unless the 
conflict is waived by the Litigation Subcommittee and the party represented by the Special State’s 
Attorney.

WHEREAS, Edward H. Levi was the perfect choice for the position of United States Attorney General. 
His outstanding academic and administrative record at the University of Chicago would help restore

War II. In 1945, Levi returned to Chicago as a law professor at the University of Chicago. He proved to 
be a popular professor.
